relative to Lucas, You will note that the memorandum contains infore 
mation that Lucas, a former member of the U.S. Army in Germany, is 
now residing in Bautzen (Soviet zone), Germany. ‘ 


Check of Bufiles reveale information from another source 
which possibly relates to Lucas. This appears in a copy of a report 
of Clyde RB, Taylor, Special Agent, Counter Intelligence Corps, 
Salzburg, Austria, dated 644-52, which copy was submitted to the “ 
Bureau by the Liaison Representative at Salzburg. ‘This report sets 
forth the results of interrogation of John Joseph Shedosky, a U.8. 
soldier who entered the Soviet zone of Austria in October, 1951, and 
fied from Bautzen in May, 1952, after being held by Soviet authorities 
for a time, The following 1s Shedosky's information relative to lucas. 


Several days after arriving in Bautzen, Shedesky met another 
former member of the U.S. Army. This colored ex-soldier identified 
himself as Private Charles "Charley" Lucas, from an unknown trucking 
company in the Frankfurt (Germany) Military Pest, Lucas told Shedosky 
that he hed been kept under restriction for a long time by his unit 
commander in Frankfurt and one day decided to flee to the Soviet sector. 
Lucas drove his private automobile tovard Eastern Germany. Just prior 
to reaching the Soviet zone his car broke down, and Lucas continued 
foot, crossing at an unspecified point inte East Germany, Lucas cla 
that he origingily lived in Dayton, Ohia, and had been a truck driver 
in civilian life. Wow Lucas ts employed ac a taker in a Konsum 
bakery in Bautzen, Germany, and earns 350 to 400 tiarke monthly. 1 


Shedosky atated further that, according Soviets 
assisted Lucas in bringing his white Germarp@ir i RNAS Vester 


Germany to live with him at an unknown ae M wre hey have a 

small daughter, vhom they keep in a kinderggyteve "he. Iucas is 

also employed. Shedesky claimed that Tueas wae eee ters, and 
Kad in addition to earning a respectable wage ase eAnED: “ny 8 other 
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earnings from participating in boxing matches throughout Eastern 

Germany. Lucas said he had fought in boxing matches several times 

in the Soviet sector of Berlin. He was said to be happy and satisfied vith 
“his current life and told Shedosky that, as a Negro, he was living fer 

better in his present environment than he would be able to live as a 

Negro in the United States. 


Shedosky also stated that he vielted Lucas several times 
when the latter was training in the FDJ (Freie Deutsche 'Jugend~-Free 
German Youth) gymnasium in Bautzen, and that Lucas was teaching 
several young Germans to box. Lucas informed Shedosky that he had been 
in Bautzen for more than a year. He said that in August, 1951, the 
Soviets had sent him to Berlin to attend the World Youth Festival, The 
Soviets reportedly considered Lucas a representative of the Communist 
' Party of the United States and paid him and his wife all their expenses, 
in addition to their regular pay, while attending this meeting. In 
addition, Lucas was given special protection by the Volkspolizel 
{People’s Police) to make certain that no attempt vas made by "gangsters" 
. from the vest sector of Berlin to take Lucas back to the control of 
United States authorities in that city. Lucas reportedly told Shedosky - 
‘that as soon as the Soviets trusted him (Shedosky) they would make his 
life much more pleasant. (105-1871661) 
Since Lucas permanent residence is reported to have been in 
Dayton, Ohio, you should check your office indices and other logical 
sources’ for information concerning hin. 


Identifying background information on Lucas has been requested 
from the Department of the Army. When this is received, it will be 
forvarded to you. Any additional information which may be derived from — 
Buflles, on the basis of complete identifying information, will also 
ve Purnished to Jou. 


When you have received the results of the investigation out 
lined above, you should submit a report, in a form suitable for 
dissemination, containing all available information relative to Lucas.

On November 28, 1951, the ljth Military PoliceCriminal Investiga- 
tions Division furnished the following data relative to arrest warrant 
issued on subjects , 


*On 10 August 1951 the lith MP CID conducted a raid on a tailor. 
shép at the Hammelburg Military Sub-Post. This raid ‘was in connection 
with black market activities. As a result of the raid it was discovered 

that subject was involved in illegal script piconet sale of 
commissary items. Involved with subject was ANNELTESB’ALEPA and an 
unnamed female. Subject and the unnamed female disappeared from Hammel- 
burg on or about 12 August 1951. Subject, at a later date, was reported 
to be living in the East Zone of_Germany.®

' On March 31, 1952, EDJZHXDOLENSKY, voluntarily contacted agent of 
U. S. intelligence at Berlin to report she had just arrived at Berlin from 
the East Zone of_Germany in what she described as an escape from her boy 
friend (subject) and from living conditions at Leipzig, Germany. According 
to DOLENSKYY during the latter part of 1951, subject, escaping from arrest, 
crossed thé border into the East Zone of Germany in his car at Meiningen.

On June 26, 1952, EDITH DOLENSKY prepared and signed a statement 
eoncerning her association and knowledge of subject. Pertinent excerpts from 
this statement are quoted:

We 
were allowed to go anywhere in Bautzen, but were not allowed to leave 
the city. Once a month the allied deserters attended a meeting. The 
meetings. ‘ieually were for the purpose of praising the Soviets and 
playing down the United States.® 


Private FREDERIGHILUCAS, ASN_31.488_479, a defectee_to_the Soviets 
on May 11, 1951, who was’apprehended by U. 3S. military police at Berlin on 
March 22, 1953, reported that subject, formerly assigned to a trucking unit 
at Hammelburg, Germany, came to Bautzen, Bast Zone of Germany, during October, 
1951, with a blond German girl. According to LUCAS, subject only lived with 
this girl a short time before she left Bautzen. Subject ia employed asa . 
cook at Bautzen and appears to be quite happy with hia life in the East Zone 
of Germany. Subject, continued LUCAS, is Comministically inclined. Subject 
is sharing an apartment with a local German girl. LUCAS concluded that sub- 
ject maintains a library of pro-Commnist books for distribution to other 
allied defectees.

Confidential Informant T-2, another government 
agency which conducts personnet” and security investigation, 
advised that Private HUGHZBHARP , a member of the British  /¥o/ 77% 
eel who had fled to Rast Germany in 1953, had advised that i 
HARLES LUCAS resides in Bautzen. According to SHARP, 
: ee attends the training school in Bautzen and is a member 
(of the Communist controlled Free German Youth. SHARP stated 
: that LUCAS does not intend to leave Bautzen. 


: The Communist Party, USA, has been designated 
iby the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
‘Executive Order 10450. 


Confidential Informant T- 
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Mrs. HELEN GREEN, Supervisor, Payroll Depart- 
ment, Hobart Brothers, Troy, Ohio, advised that the records 
of her office reflect that CHARLES CURTIS LUCAS was employed 
in the Grinding Department of this Company from February 18, 
1942, to August 6, 1912. She stated that the subject quit 
on August 8, 1942, because he could not get his payroll check 
in the middle of the week. The subject was reinstated on 
September 1, 194.2, and remained in this employment wntil 
February 1, 1943, at which time he resigned to join the 
United States Armed Forces, i 
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Mrs. GREEN further advised that the subject 
returned to Hobart Brothers on December 3, 19145, and was 
employed by this Company until May 29, 1917. His date of 
birth is listed as December 10, 1916, at Xenia, Ohio, and 
this is verified by a photostatic copy of the subject's 
birth certificate which is contained in the subject's 
personnel file. His parents were listed ‘as,GEORGE H. 
LUCAS and MARY DUNCAN, Rural Route #10, Xenia, Ohio. His 
Social Security Humber is 281-07-7553. 


Mrs. GReal stated that she did not recall the 
subject and she could not furnish any information concerning 
him. 


Mr. ROY K. LAMB, Foreman, Welding and 
Grinding Department, Hobart Brothers, Troy, Ohio, advised 
that the subject had been employed in his department and 
under his immediate supervision. He stated that his 
knowledge of the subject is limited to the subject's period 
of employment at Hobart Brothers. He did not associate with 
the subject socially and he could not furnish any information 
concerning the subject's background. 


Mr. LAMB further advised that the subject had 
been a "chronic complainer"” during his period of employment 
and that he was the type of individual that wanted to change 
things, He stated that the subject never appeared satisfied 
with the method of handling things in connection with getting 
the job done and that he always wanted to change the system. 
He advised that LUCAS had a fair personality and was well 
liked by his fellow employees. He stated that the subject 
had never caused any trouble and that LUCAS was not’ the 
recipient of any cisciplinary action while employed by _ 
Hobart Brothers. 


Mr, LAMB stated that the subject had an 
excellent service record in the U.S. Armed’ Forces during 
World War II and that he considered the subject a loyal 
American. He has never heard the subject make any statements 
or act in any way that he considered detriméntal to the 
best interests of the United States. He had no knowledge 
of any organization to which the subject might have belonged. 
He could not furnish the names of any of the present employees 
who might recall the subject. 
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Mr. CHARLES L. WOODS, 1128 Washington Avenue, 
Piqua, Ohio, advised that he first met the subject in 
February, 191.7, and that he had employed the subject as a 
truck driver. He stated that the exact dates of this employ- 
ment could not be established but he recalled it was the 
latter part of 191.7 and the early part of 1918. 


Mr. WOODS advised that LUCAS had been a very 
good employee and that he was a good worker. He stated that 
the subject was well liked by the other employees. WOODS 
advised that subject was called "SONNY" by all who knew him. 
He stated that LUCAS had never given him any reason to 
question his loyalty to the United States and that based on 
the discussions he had with the subject that LUCAS had always 
given him the impression that America was his country. He 
advised that it surprised him, WOODS, to read in the local 
newspapers about one year ago that LUCAS had deserted the 
U.S. Army and fled to the Soviet Zone, 


Mr. WOODS further stated that the subject had 
never exhibited any sympathies with foreign ideologies and 
that he is certain that LUCAS' sympathies in this connection 
developed after he left the United States. He has no knowledge 
of any organizations to which the subject might have belonged. 


: Mr. OTT TAYLOR, Rural Route #2, Piqua, Ohio, 
advised that he had worked with the subject while the subject 
was employed by CHARLES L. WODS. He stated that the subject 
had been a good worker and liked by the other employees. He 
advised that LUCAS had never shown tendencies of being dis- 
satisfied with the American way of life and that he had never 
heard the subject make any derogatory statements about the 
United States Government. 


Mr. HAROLD PAYNE, 740 N. Main Street, Piqua, 
Ohio, advised that he had been associated with the subject 
in connection with the employment by CHARLES WOODS. He 
stated that the subject had been a dependable worker and liked 
by all who worked with him. He advised that the subject never 
appeare? discontent or unhappy with his livelihood and that 
the subject had always spoken favorably towards the American 
form of government. He stated that the subject had been very 
proud of his military service during World War II and that 
the subject often talked about his experiences in the U.S.

"The U.S. Army's European Headquarters said 
at Heidelberg that Private CHARLES LUCAS, also a negro, has 
been listed as absent without leave from his post at Hammel- 
burg since August 25, 1951." 


The Piqua Daily Call is a newspaper with wide- 
spread circulation in the Piqua, Ohio area. 


Mrs. JENNIE &. INGRAM, 615 Park Avenue, Sidney, 
Ohio, advised that she has known the subject and his family 
since about 1916. She stated that the subject had been in 
her Sunday School class and that she had observed the subject 
grow up. She advised that the subject and his family were 
good neighbors and that they enjoyed an excellent reputation 
in the neighborhood. 


Mrs. INGRAM stated that both of the subject's 
parents are deceased. Shs advised that the subject's brother, 
JOHN LUCAS, deserted the U.S. Army during World War II and 
that he is now confined to a mental institution in the State 
of Michigan.
